At one time we had from 12 to 15 doc 
tors, druggists and assistants iu tbf 
field, where there were from 8,000 tc 
10,000 people suffering and dying of 
four distinct epidemics — dysentery, 
smallpox, typhus and typhoid fevers. 
When our physicians first entered the 
smitten cities of Zeitnii and Marash, 
they reported to me 100 deaths per day. 
In sis weeks those same physicians re- 
ported to me the sickness overcome and 
can be left safely iu the hands of the 
two or three local doctors, whp have re- 
covered from the fevers and can take 
charge of all the sick, if we give them 
nourishment. You may be sure that we 
have done that, and there is no more 
sickness in those places than ordinary. 
They were so near starvation that tie 
doctors had to feed them before they 
conld keep any medicines upon their 
stomachs, and after they really got hold 
of them and conld .separate them and 
get them into the air and give them 
Some beds ancl make them clean the? 
lost but one patient. 


"It was the isost marvelous case I 


had ever heard of. I believe the record 
of our surgeon in charge there, Dr. Ira 
Harris of Tripoli, will become one of 
the most remarkable in the pages oi 
medical history. 
Dr. Hubbell took 


charge of » smaller field of epidemics 
in the city of Arabkir, where typhu 
and dysentery were raging, with some 
typhoid. He went in when 80 a day 
were dying, with a physician, ntirse and 
assistants. I think they lost bur two or 
three patients, got the disease overcome 
in a few weeks,, and the doctor and his 
nurse and physician left their hospitals 
in charge of other people and went on 
to new fields of agricultural help. They 
are sow i« Malatia, providing seed, 
farming tools, clothing, food and such 
medicine as is needed, trying to get the 
people into a way of raising something 
for themselves before the winter. They 
had ordered made and given hundreds 
of spinning wheels and looms, bought 
the raw cotton and given it to the wo- 
men, who have spun it into yarn, which 
they h;ive passed over to the women 
with their new looms, who have made 
it into cloth and in turn given it to the 
women who could cut it into garments 
and make it up for the people, who had 
not seen a new article of clothing since
